It returned a 
sealed verdict- last night and Feder 
al Judge F. A. Geiger read it this 
morning.

Lima, Peru — (IP}— The revolu- 


tionary 
government 
headed by 


Lieut. Colonel Luis M. Sanchez Cer- 
ro" emerged triumphant today from 
a -maze of intrigue and reactionary 
plotting which culminated yesterday 
in an unsuccessful military uprising 
at Lima and Callao. 


At least '€1 persons, among them 


one American and 20 rebels, were 
killed in the revolt. Many others, 
including the heads of the move- 
ment, General Pablo Martinez, Col- 
onel Zorilla Lujan, 
and Captain 


Arenas, chief of the Callao. police, 
were taken prisoners. Col. Sanchez 
said severe'military penalties would 
be inflicted. 
Both Lima and Callao were calm 


today. Traffic and motion picture 
shows resumed last night despite a 
state of siege. 
The movement apparently was 


without repercussion elsewhere save 
at the town of Lamabayeque, birth- 
place" o£ former President Leguia. 
A disturbance occurred there dur- 
ing a service honoring the former 
president's birthday. 


The revolt began at 4 o'clock a. 


m., when members of an artillery 
detachment commanded by General 
Martinez came in from Magdalena, 
a suburb, and attacked the presi- 
dential palace. Guards and civilians 
who shouted "we don't want Le- 
guistas," drove them off and they 
proceeded to Callao, port of Lima, 
where other plotters 
had 
taken 


charge of an old fortress, the Beal 
Felipe, used now as a custom house.

• President Sanchez Cerro mobilized 
•the Seventh infantry regiment and 
other troops totalling about 
1,200

President to Oppose Muscle 


Shoals Bill and Bonus 


Measure

Washington—(CPA)—Two presi- 


dential veto messages may be ex- 
pected in the next few days from 
President Hoover. One will oppose 
the enactment of the veterans loan 
legislation and the other -will disap- 
prove of the 
Muscle Shoals bills 


which, after 10 years of discussion 
finally will have been presented to a 
Dresident for signature or veto. 


There are not enough votes to 


override the president's veto on the 
Muscle Shoals proposal but it is a 
foregone conclusion that the veter- 
ans' legislation will become law not- 
withstanding the veto. 


No word has come from the "White 


House directly as to the president's 
position on the Muscle Shoals con- 
ference report, but those provisions 
.n the bill which put the government 
into the power business, especially 
:he construction of power lines, are 
contrary to what Mr. Hoover has ad- 
vocated in the past. 
Five of the nine appropriation 


bills which must be passed before 
March 4 in order to avoid an extra 
session now have been completed. 
Mr. Hoover could hold up action on 
the veterans' loan bill unless the 
eaders rush the appropriation bills 
:hrough, but the general impression 
s that he will send his veto message 
promptly to congress. 


Party Leaders Switch 


One of the difficulties the president 


has had with the bonus bill is that 
his own friends, namely the men in 
positions of leadership, did not go 
along with him. Speaker Longworth 
voted for the bill in the house while 
Senator Watson, majority leader in 
the senate, recorded himseK as in 
favor of the legislation. 


Only 16 members of the senate cast 


their votes against the bonus bill. It 
is interesting to analyze who they 
-were. All were regular Eepublicans 
with the exception o£ Senator Borah 
of Idaho, and Senator King, Demo- 
crat. 


Of the entire membership of the 


senate one lone Democrat, namely 
Senator King, was recorded in oppo- 
sition to the bill, joining his colleague 
Senator 
Smoot. 
The two Khode 


Island senators and the two Connec- 
ticut senators were opposed to the 
measure, but in all other cases the 
opposition vote showed that members 
of the same party differed with their 
colleagues. Thus Senator 
Reed of 


Pennsylvania, himself a war veteran 
voted against the legislation while 
Senator Morrow of New Jersey, an- 
other outstanding figure in the sen- 
ate, did not hesitate to oppose the 
measure, even though it was known 
ahead of time that it would pass by 
an overwhelming vote. 


Chief Senate Argument 


The main argument that has in- 


fluenced members of the senate is 
:hat unless the pending bill becomes 
law a much, worse measure would 
iave to be passed at the next session 
of congress. Most members of the" 
senate teel that the new measure will 
not involve anything like a billion 
dollars aaid that less than half 
•will ever be loaned. There is nothing 
of course to prevent the next con- 
gress from increasing the loan value 
of the insurance certificates if the 
need becomes acute. 


The veterans' bureau is prepared 


to start f unctioning- immediately. Ap- 
proximately eight hundred and fifty 
thousand veterans entitled to bonus 
certificates have never asked for 
them. Applications from 16,464 vet- 
erans for loans on certificates they 
had already received came in during 
January "which is more than double 
the amount applied lor in the previ- 
ous six months, indicating that the 
agitation has spread the knowledge 
about the loan possibilities of the cer- 
tificates.

At early February prices bar silver sold at 26* cents an ounce, a ratio 


to gold of 76 to 1. This compares with ?1.35 an ounce in the immediate 
post-war days and a price of $1.251 which would be assured by the famous

Improved world economic conditions will help the price of silver and

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ROADHOUSE REGULATION 
•The regulation of dancehalls and 
roadhouses in Outagamie county, con- 
fidently expected with adoption of a 
regulatory ordinance by the county 
board last fall, apparently has fallen 
into difficulties. Well substantiated 
charges that roadhouses, with inspec- 
tors in attendance, have been permit- 
ted to remain open after the closing 
hour of 12:30 fixed by the ordinance, 
'call into question the effectiveness of 
the measure and its enforcement. 


Such languor as exists possibly is 


traceable to the lack of unanimity on 
the part of board members concerning 
the wisdom of the law. While there 
is a substantial majority in favor of 
regulating dance halls and resorts, the 
• debate both in the February session 
and in the November was hedged with 
statements that indicate that support, 
in many instances, is only half-hearted. 


"There seems to be a fear on the part 


of some of the supervisors that if Outa- 
"gamie county has a strict closing or- 
dinance it might result in driving some 
"business" to other counties less con- 
cerned with the morals of their peo- 
ple. This is reflected in the suggestion 


. that officials of neighboring counties 


be called into conference to determine 
whether a uniform program might be 
adopted. 


If the purpose of the ordinance is to 


i, keep Outagamie county free from the 
"demoralizing influences of unregulated 
and unrestrained roadhouses there ap- 
pears to be no reason to be concerned 
with what other counties are doing. If 
Calumet or Winnebago counties are 


• content to harbor these places and to 


permit them to operate without re- 
straint, the odium is on them. This 
county will be doing its duty if it keeps 
its own premises clean. 


A clear duty devolves upon the law 


enforcement departments of this coun- 
ty to compel obedience to the ordi- 
nance, as long as-it is on the county's 
books, regardless of what our neigh- 


. bors do. If, as it has been rumored, the 


ordinance is impossible of enforcement 
because of certain inconsistencies with 
'the state law, it should be amended or 
repealed altogether but as long as it 
is in force and its legality is not chal- 
lenged there can be no excuse for fail- 


" urelo enforce, 


The great mass of the people of Out- 


agamie county are behind this measure. 
They want honest and fearless regu- 
lation of roadhouses, wherever they 
are situated or by whom they are op- 
erated, and they have a right to de- 
mand this. They are not concerned 
-about who gets the business that is not 
wanted here. 


COURTS AND LAWYERS 


Judge Geiger recently sent a lawyer 


to jail for six months for failure of his 
lawful duty when cognizant that a 
client was planning a fraud upon the 
court by having a paid hireling sub- 
stituted to serve his sentence. 


The Wisconsin supreme court on 


the same day disbarred another Mil- 
waukee lawyer for participating- in a 
fraud, while it received a petition pxay- 
ing disbarment against a Shawano at- 
torney for professional misconduct. 
And to cap the climax as the sun sank 
in the west another Milrraukee attor- 
ney who had been disbarred was urg- 
ing the state senate to ask the supreme 
court to reinstate him. 


For a great many years, generations, 


courts have loftily spoken of the clean 
ideals and high motives that must at 
all times underlie the practice of the 


. law, faithfulness to the clients' rights, 


honesty in the presentation of a con- 
troversy, fairness and modesty of the 
fees or charges exacted, and, impor- 
tant as any, a restraint from fomenting 
or inciting litigation or suggesting or 
planning how to improperjy institute 
it 


For a long time this -.vas mostly talk. 


> In spite of everything said, some law- 


yers chased ambulances, some told 
clients how to testify in order "to get 
by the law," some overcharged unfeel- 
ingly, some misled or deceived the 
courts as well as others, some planned 
and instituted shameful frauds. About 
this time, and because the prevailing 
practice did not meet the demands of 
the hour, the legislature altered the law 
and put directly with the supreme 
court the responsibility of enforcing 
proper conduct upon the members of 
the bar and punishing those guilty of 
lapses. 
Since then disbarment pro- 


ceedings have been frequent,—but the 
administration of justice has been 
cleaner and more certain. 


It is a mighty poor practice for the 


people to support any attack upon the 
courts for simply, and in honesty, try- 
ing to clean out the stables. The peo- 
ple indeed are blind if they join in any 
hue and cry against the supreme court, 
however cleverly or politically it may 
be planned, for merely standing be- 
tween and protecting them from those 
who would fly "the black flag of pi- 
racy." 


WASHINGTON 


General Washington's conception of 


the presidency was entirely different 
than the present day one, or in fact of 
any after his own time. Neither he 
nor anyone else could foresee that the 
chief executive office in this land was 
to be an entirely different affair than 
elsewhere, that such executive was to 
be a leader in fact, not a mere arbiter 
of disputed policies among members of 
his party or cabinet, and as such leader 
to bear the blows and responsibilities 
of partisan strife as one who actively 
participates in the sweat and grime and 
struggle of the fray. 


Washington's cabinet appointments 


show plainly enough the purpose to 
bring together, not as now, harmoni- 
ous elements to work in unison, but 
discordant or opposite beliefs, with the 
apparent purpose of thus 
gathering 


both views of each question, and let- 
ting the president determine where the 
most merit lay. Otherwise he could 
never have appointed Thomas Jeffer- 
son, leading progressive of his day, and 
Alexander Hamilton, conservative to 
the utmost degree, to the principal 
posts of state and treasury. 


And while this nation has drifted too 


far from Washington's practice per- 
haps to ever return, his plan not only 
had theoretic merit but operated in 
practical fashion. Jefferson with deep 
and faithful love of democracy, but 
little practical foresight, would have 
the new government settle with its 
creditors on a bankrupt's basis so as 
to save the taxpayer's coin, but Hamil- 
ton who realized that an easy today 
often makes a difficult tomorrow and 
had the courage to face the insensate 
wrath of the 
multitude for its own 


sake, to say nothing of the principle 
involved, insisted on payment in full 
in spite of the personal unpopularity 
that was his compensation. 


On the other hand Hamilton who 


had little faith in the ability of the 
mass of the people to govern intelli- 
gently was forever planning policies of 
government to restrict or keep aloof 
from the people control of the helm of 
state, and Jefferson who was a true 
disciple of popular democracy and go- 
ing to any extreme in order to insure 
equality of the citizen and without re- 
gard to property position or education, 
was fathering a determined opposition 
of everything Hamiltonian. 


Washington's true position as a 


statesman is probably best understood 
if we realize that he in fact sided with 
the best that was to be found in the 
plans and policies of both Jefferson 
and Hamilton, and his excellence as a 
mollifier and diplomat should be evi- 
dent from the fact that, though he of- 
ten found it necessary to disagree with 
both, yet he was able to use their tal- 
ents to the national benefit without 
serious rupture.

paraffin. 
That is quite 
harmless. 


Paraffin is commonly used in candies 
and pastries or cakes to prevent 
melting-. It is no more harmful than 
the familiar "mineral oil", otherwise 
known as liquid petroleum and Hus- 
sian oil, which is commonly taken as 
an intestinal lubricant. Paraffin is 
the same thing in solid form. 
Of 


course it is not a food, and is not ab- 
sorbed or utilized by the body. 


A Marathon Run Finished

18 years. A year ago he began using 
the drops you suggested—ten grains 
of boric acid in an ounce of alcohol— 
and the running stopped after a few 
weeks and has never returned, (C. 
H.) 


Answer—Assuming the ear did not 


stop running from sheer exhaustion. 
The vial should be warmed up b> 
standing in hot water just before it 
is used, and one or two drops only 
dropped in the ear each night and 
morning, over a period of many 
weeks. If your druggist gets un- 
pleasant about providing the ounce 
of alcohol, I can't do anything about 
it.

man teacher, follows 
her about 


writes her notes, goes to her house 
whenever she can find an excuse to 
take her there, walks up and down 
the street on which she expects to 
meet the teacher, you may begin to 
direct her attention elsewhere with 
good reason. 


Sometimes this affection between 


a child and his teacher—who is of 
the same sex, shows 
itself in re- 


versed expression. The child does 
everything he can think of doing to 
make the teacher angry. Insulting 
words and manners, annoying at- 
tentions in public, rudeness of all 
sorts. A close study of the situation 
will reveal that this child is craving 
the affection of the teacher and sees 
no other way to gain his attention. 


When this misplaced affection or 


interest continues into the 'teens 
age, when after every effort to cen- 
ter the child's thought on other in- 
terests'fails, take him or her to the 
best psychiatrist. 
Only the expert 


can help a boy or girl who holds on 
to a deep interest in one of his own 
sex when the Stage of growth that 
calls for that expression has passed. 


Such children are very unhappy. 


They will continue to be unhappy as 
long as they live unless some way 
out is found for them. It is useless 
to scold and threaten 
and punish. 


This is a condition that must be met. 
It is not under the 
control of the 


children. Its roots are deep in the 
physical and mental being of those 
afflicted by it. 
They need under- 


standing sympathy, but most of all 
they need, the aid of skilled psychol- 
ogists and psychiatrists, 
. The younger adolescents have nor- 
mal crushes on those about .them. 
These go unheeded. They will soon 
pass. Only when 
the crush con- 


:inues, only when the full-fledged ad- 
olescent holds on to his infatuation, 
shuns all other intercourse or rela- 
tionship, are we to be troubled by it. 
And then we are to do something 
about it, in all kindness. 


I cannot say too 
earnestly that 


this is no matter for teasing, for 
scorning, for punishment. It is a 
matter of deep concern. It must be 
carried to the expert if the children 
are to be helped to normal living. 


Every once In awhile such 
a 


child appeals for help to some sym- 
pathetic understanding 
leader of 


youth. Some have not the1 courage 
:o make their plight known. It is for 
those I speak. Their need is great.

iome sewing of seedlings is by far 
he most economical. It is also the 
only way to get a stock of the new- 
er and choicer varieties,' as the 
slants stocked by dealers are usual- 
y only of standard and well-known 
iorts. 


Tomato seed may be sown in a 


lower pot conveniently for a small 
supply such as will give a small 
garden all the plants needed. Ordi- 
narily a small, shallow box is used, 
such as a cigar box for a small 
supply and a larger box or flat for 


larger quantity. 
Sow the seeds two inches apart" in 


rows. Sow thinly so the plants can 
be transplanted readilv without in- 
erfering too much with each other. 
Do not sow the seed m masses. The 
seed needs warmth but not too hot.

TO PROTECT FRU 


TREES FROM MICE 


Use Poison to Destroy Pests 


Says ,U. S, Farm Bulle- 
tin 


BY W. F. W1NSET 


For the reaspn that a number of 


fruit trees-are being girdled by rod- 
ents this winter and the owners are; 
inquiring' a'bout' preventative' 'mea- 
sure's to use; Suggestions taken from' 
farmers' bulletin No'. 1397, TL S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, are 
pre- 


sented "below.-The bulletin deals with 
mice which are responsible for most 
of the' girdling injury charged 
to 


rabbits. Small, fruit growers, would 
do well to save the suggestions as 
they may'be of use later in the win- 
ter if :nbt now. ' 


The kinds of crops" damaged -by 


mice are-practically without limit al- 
though .orchard trees, nursery stock, 
small .'fruit and :shrubbery are proK- 
ably injured'"the most, says the bul- 
letin. ' 
.

Tlie usual practice of clearing the 


cover from .around the trees for six 
feet or more affords some-protection 
to the orchard but the base' of the 
trees may be reached by the mice 
Teadily'under cover'of snow. 


Woven wire netting-of one-fourth 


inch mesh is probably the 
most 


practical guard used. If cut to en- 
circle the'tree loosely to a height of 
18 inches -it will afford protection 
against rabbits as well as. mice. 


By far, the most satisfactory way 


of controlling mice, however, is by 
the use of poison. Wherever valuable 
tr,ees or'plants are to be protected, it 
is"'highly-desirable at all times to 
maintain, a supply of effective poi- 
soned bait. When "properly placed 
such baits will-not only destroy the 
resident mice-but will account for al: 
mice that may move in from time to 
time. 
, 


Mice 
will 'enter wide-mouthed 


bottles and glass jars for food when 
it is scarce naturally, but not so free- 
ly as they do small boxes with open- 
ings in the "ends or sides. 


Set At Base Of Tree 


Poison stations should be set close 


to the base of the trees to escape 
cultivating machinery, and should be 
covered 
lightly -with vegetation, 


prunings, or some other 
material 


that will afford shelter for the mice. 
The stations should be examined and 
refilled as required. 
• The following preparation has been 
designed to meet the requirements 
for use as a permanent bait in poi- 
son stations, and it has also proved 
highly satisfactory for general.use: 


Mix together one-eighth ounce of 


powdered strychnine and one-eighth 
ounce of-baking soda. Sift the strych- 
nine-soda mixture over one quart of: 
rolled oats, stirring constantly to ; i-. 
sure an even distribution of the ~>oi- 
son through the grain. 
Thoroughly: 


•warm Ihe poison rolled oats in an 
oven and sprinkle over them six 
tablespoons of a mixture of three 
parts of melted beef fat and one part 
of melted parafine. mixing ijnlil the 
c>ats are evenly coated. 
When the 


grain is cool it is ready for use. 


If larger quantities ot the bait are 


needed, we in the proportion -of one 
ounce -of. strychnine, .one ounce of 
sofla, eight quarts of, rolled cats and 
one ancl one-fourth pints oj {^5 |,t.cf.
